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Zoning in S.A. 
Heights Stirs 
Opposing Views 


Should San Antonio Heights be 
restricted in the future only tc 
resjdential development or should 
poultrymen be allowed to expand 
their operations unrestricted? 

This question is to be answered 
within a short time by members 
of the county planning commis- 
sion and the county board of su- 
pervisors as the result of the mat- 
ter being brought to a head 
through recent developments. 


Sherwood A. Upton, 2404 North 
Mountain’ avenue, said yesterday 
signatures are being placed on 
petitions asking officials to not 
zone the area to prohibit normal 
agricultural development. He in- 
dicated that many scores of per- 
sons have signed the petitions and 
that a large delegation will be 
present to back up their requests 
at a planning commission hear- 
ing in San Bernardino Dec. 29. 

The proposed zoning plan plac- 
es the northwest portion of the 
heights in the residential area 
but does not eliminate present 
poultry ranches or other agricul- 
tural uses. 

“The proposal, however, re- 
stricts expansion of our poultry 
ranches and that is like putting a 
‘straight jacket’ on. business peo- 
ple,” Mr. Upton declared. 

“Every aggressive business per- 
son likes to think of future ex- 
pansion and not be limited to 
just what he is doing at the mo- 
ment,” Mr. Upton explained, add- 
ing, “that is the way with us in 
the poultry industry. While the 
proposed zoning ordinance 
would permit us to operate in- 
definitely—just as we are—we do 
not want any limitation placed on 
us.” 

This motive ig the result of 
many persons signing the peti- 
tions objecting to the proposal, 
Mr. Upton declared. Many ‘per- 
sons have their life’s savings in 
their operations and he said the 
proposed ordinance would  dis- 
rupt their program. 

At the same time other people 
in the area. look upon San’ An- 
tor heights as a choice resi- 
dential district and are ‘support: 
ing the movement to place a 
“residential zone” there. ~ 

Proposed for inclusion in the 
residential zone is the area in 
general extending from Twenty- 
third street to Twenty-fifth street 
and from San Antonio avenue to 
Mountain avenue, including the 
west frontage on’.Motntain. 

Mr. Upton said “agricultural 
and residential residents original- 
ly" purchased* ‘their property in 
this area because of, or inspite 
of, the agricultural zone.. Many 
residential people feel that resi- 
dential zoning is progress — hurt- 
ing agricultural people. is ,ques- 
tionable progress in my. opinion.”

4. Don’t rush outside right af- 
ter a bombing. 

After an air burst, wait a few 
minutes, then go help to fight 
fires. After other kinds of bursts 
wait at least one hour to give 
lingering radiation some chance

§. Don’t take chances with food 
or water in open containers.
